I ThoHIll mlllshavc 
recently made a good ^tart at disposing of 
a portion of ihclr product In that direction, 
and tho Immense fhlnmcnts mado by tho 
.Continental have frequently been comment- 
ed upon. Tho Chinamen do not wear thp 
JLc-wlston cotton clotli^ or any American 
cottons. The English sUift'goods salt them 
better for ferments. Their loose ovcrsack 
Is made with a lining. Between the lining 
and the outside, there Is a space illlcd with 
cotton, when extra tli|ckr.c« H required. 
But they demand tlio | heavy, unstarched, 
strong'American cottons for their tents, 
awnings and their sails, oven. They uc,a 
acres of our cottons lor their awnings, ev- 
ery year. For good« that will stand tlio 
wind and weather and shed water, nor.o 
hut American wovch cottons will answer 
tho purpose of tho Culnamcn. The Eng- 
lish, introduc£_^oo much starch.
